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UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS IN OCTOBER EXCEEDED 
£200 MILLION FOR THE FIRST TIME 


ITED KINGDOM exports in October were £202-2 million 


and passed the £200 million mark for the first time. The 
October figure was {21-2 million above the average for the 
third quarter and {28-1 million (one-sixth) above the average for 
January to September. The main groups of commodities contri- 
buting to the rise in October compared with the monthly average 
for the third quarter were vehicles, which increased by {4-7 million, 
woollen and worsted goods £2-5 million, cotton goods {2-4 million, 
iron and steel and manufactures {1-9 million, beverages, etc., 
£1:7 million, machinery {1-6 million and chemicals, etc., 
£1-0 million. The only appreciable fall was in non-ferrous metals 
and manufactures, exports of which were {1-5 million lower in 
October than the exceptionally high average for the third quarter. 
October contained 26 working days as did each month in the 
third quarter, and the daily rate of exports was thus 12 per cent. 
higher than during July-September and 15 per cent. above the 
first six months of the year. The following table shows in £ million 
exports in October compared with the monthly average of previous 
quarters adjusted to a 26 working day basis.

In order to measure the changes in the volume of trade, exports 
are revalued at 1947 prices to eliminate the effect of price changes; 
the provisional estimate of the volume of exports in Octeber is 
177 per cent. of the 1947 average compared with 161 per cent. in 
the third quarter and 155 per cent. in the first six months of 1950.

high figure in the second quarter. With re-exports in October at 
£9-4 million, the total for re-exports in the first ten months reached 
£67-6 million, £20-1 million more than the figure for the corres- 
ponding period of 1949. Imports in the first ten months of the 
year amounted to £2,129-8 million and exports and re-exports to 
£1,836°6 million so that the excess of imports (valued c.i.f.) over 
exports and re-exports (valued f.0.b.) was £292-2Z million compared 
with £364-8 million in the same period of 1949, 


High Exports of Textiles 


Exports of textiles in October amounted to {41-1 million, nearly 
one-fifth above the average for the third quarter and almost two- 
fifths higher than the 1949 average. The value of woollen and 
worsted yarns and manufactures rose by just over a fifth compared 
with the third quarter to {14-4 million and was two-thirds above 
the average for last year. Exports of woollen and worsted tissues 
were 12-1 million square yards (valued at £6-9 million) against 
monthly averages of 10-8 million square yards in the third quarter 
and 9-7 million square yards last year; exports of tops, yarns and 
carpets were over one-third higher in quantity than last year’s 
— and were also above the average for the third quarter of 

Exports of cotton yarns and manufactures amounted to 
£15-0 million in October, nearly a seventh higher than the average 
for last year and about one-fifth above the average for the third 
quarter of 1950. The quantity of cotton piece-goods exported was 
75-5 million square yards compared with an average of 65-8 million 
square yards in the third quarter but little above the average for 
last year (75-3 million square yards); the value of exports of piece- 
goods, however (£9-5 million in October) was 8 per cent. higher 
than the 1949 average.

compared with the third quarter was shared by all the main types of 
cloth and among the countries to which exports of piece-goods were 
higher than in recent months were Pakistan, Malaya, Burma and 
the Argentine. 

The quantity of cotton thread exported in October, 11,300 cwt. 
(valued at £1-3 million) was the highest since May and 9 per cent. 
above the average for 1949, but exports of yarn (53,500 ewt.), although 
above the average for the first quarter of this year, were 12 per cent. 
below last year’s average. The October value for exports of silk 
and artificial silk yarns and manufactures ({£4-9 million) was 17 per 
cent. above the average for the third quarter, and 41 per cent. higher 
than last year’s average; exports of artificial silk piece-goods were 
exceptionally high at 22:3 million square yards (valued at 
£3-8 million). Among exports of other textile manufactures was 
the highest quantity of linen piece-goods exported in any month 
since before the war, 5-3 million square yards (valued at £1-2 million), 
which represents an increase of about two-thirds compared with the 
average for last year. Exports of apparel, £3-7 million, were 
one-seventh higher than the third quarter average and about one-half 
greater than last year’s average; included in the October total were 
high figures for stockings and hose of wool, cotton and artificial 
silk. 


Metals and Engineering Goods 


Exports of the vehicles group in October (£36-7 million) were 
15 per cent. higher than the third quarter average and 40 per cent. 
above the average for last year; the number of cars exported was 
36,791, compared with monthly averages of 30,817 in the third 
quarter and 21,493 in 1949. Australia continued to be the largest 
market taking 10,760 in October while 7,007 were exported to 
Canada and 2,906 to the United States. 

Exports of agricultural tractors (9,035 valued at £3-0 million) 
were 17 per cent. above the average for the third quarter and 70 per 
cent. above last year’s average. Shipments of commercial vehicles 
amounted to 13,480 (valued at £6-1 million) and were about one- 
seventh higher than in the third quarter and over three-fifths above 
the average for 1949, while exports of pedal cycles (217,000 valued 
at £1-5 million) were the highest since March last year. 


Exports of machinery in October, £27-0 million, were 6 per cent. 
above the average for the third quarter and 16 per cent. more than 
last year’s average. Compared with the third quarter average, 
exports of electrical machinery showed an appreciable rise, from 
£3-8 million to £4-1 million in October; other types of machinery 
for which rises were recorded were boilers and boiler-house plant, 
internal combustion engines, pumps and agricultural machinery, but 
the value of exports of machine tools and of textile machinery were 
lower in October than in the third quarter. 

The value of exports of iron and steel and manufactures in October, 
£14-7 million, was about one-seventh more than the average for the 
third quarter and two-fifths higher than last year’s average, while the 
quantity exported, 302,000 tons, was the highest since 1930; the 
principal markets were Australia, 60,000 tons, Canada, 29,000 tons, 
South Africa, 18,000 tons, New Zealand, 16,500 tons and the United 
States, 12,000 tons. In terms of quantity there were increases 
compared with the third quarter for nearly all the main items in the 
group except tinplate and railway material. 

The value of exports of non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
(£64 million) was one-fifth lower than the average for the third 
quarter, owing mainly to lower exports of tin blocks, etc., platinum, 
palladium, etc. Exports of hardware were the highest since March 
last year, but there was a decline in shipments of electric wires and 
cables compared with the relatively high figure for the third quarter. 
There were, however, increases in exports of telegraph and telephone 
equipment and the total for the electrical goods group in October 
(£7-5 million) was 5 per cent. above the average for the third quarter. 


Other Exports 


The quantity of pottery shipped in October, 552,000 cwt. (valued 
at £2-1 million) was the highest since October 1949 and 22 per cept. 
above the average for the third quarter 1950. 

In the chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours group there was a recotd 
value for exports of paints, £1-4 million, while the figures for chemicals, 
drugs and dyes also showed appreciable rises compared with the 
average for the third quarter, although in the last mentioned item the 
figure was lower than the average for the second quarter. 

There was a fall in exports of refined petroleum to £1:2 million 
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compared with the high September figure (£2-0 million) but this 
compares with an average of £0-6 million for last year. The value 
of exports of leather and manufactures in October (£1°8 million) 
included the highest quantities of both dressed and undressed leather 
exported since before the war. The quantity of paper, cardboard, 
etc., exported, 544,000 cwt., was the highest since 1929, the value 
being £2-9 million, over two-fifths above the average for July to 
September 1950 and one-half more than the average for 1949. 

The high value of exports of food, drink and tobacco in October, 
£14-7 million, or £3-2 million above the average for the third quarter, 
was mainly due to the increased exports of spirits, but there 
were also increases in many other products, notably in refined sugar, 
manufactured tobacco, sugar confectionery, fish and fish paste and 
biscuits. Exports of spirits, 1,375,000 proof gallons (valued at £3-5 
million) were the highest by quantity since 1940, being 51 per cent. 
above the average for the third quarter and over 70 per cent. above 
last year’s average. 

The value of exports of raw materials rose to £9°2 million in October 
compared with a monthly average of £8-3 million in the third quarter, 
owing mainly to high exports of wool and wool waste, rags, etc. 
Exports of coal, 983,000 tons 
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numbering 2,906 made up £0-9 million of this total compared with 
an average of 2,037 (valued at £0°6 million) in the third quarter. 
Other commodities exported to the United States showing striking 
increases compared with the average for the third quarter were china 
and earthenware, iron and steel and manufactures, woollen and 
worsted goods, linen piece-goods, damask table linen, clothing and 
leather and manufactures. The total value of re-exports to the United 
States in October was {1-2 million compared with £2-5 million in 
September and an average of £1-9 million in the third quarter. 
The value of vehicles shipped to Canada in October amounted to 
£2-9 million, an increase of 10 per cent. compared with the average 
for the third quarter; the total included 7,007 new cars, valued at 
£2-1 million, compared with an average of 6,480, valued at £1-8 
million, in the third quarter. Other noteworthy increases in October 
compared with the third quarter were in textiles, which rose by 17 per 
cent. in value to £3-1 million, including woollen and worsted goods 
valued at £1-9 million or just above the August peak and 20 per cent. 
more than the average for the July to September quarter. Exports 
of beverages, etc., valued at £623,000 increased by 40 per cent. com- 
pared with the third quarter and included spirits valued at £373,000, 
which also showed a rise of about

United Kingdom exports to the United States in October were 
valued at £13-1 million, equivalent to $36°8 million, the highest 
figure yet achieved in the export drive. The average for the third 
quarter was £10-9 million ($30-5 million). 

Exports to Canada were £12-1 million (equivalent to U.S. $33-7 
million) compared with an average of £10-9 million (U.S. $30-6 
million) in the third quarter, though the October figure was slightly 
lower than in August or May. 

The combined figure for exports to North America in October was 
equal to U.S. $70-5 million, an increase of $9-5 million over the 
average for the third quarter and $24-7 million more than the average 
for the first six months of 1950.

The quantity of spirits exported to the U.S. was 769,000 proof 
gallons (valued at £2-2 million) showing an increase of over 50 per 
cent. on the average for the period July to September. Exports 
of vehicles increased by 43 per cent. in value to £1-3 million; cars 


imports from ali sources increased 
sharply in October to £223-0 million. This figure was 6 per cent. 
above the average for the third quarter but slightly below that for the 
second quarter of this year. The value of imports of all the three 
main classes rose compared with September. Features of the food, 
drink and tobacco class (which was valued at £88-0 million, compared 
with an average of £84-3 million in the first nine months) were 
seasonably high imports of tobacco, a large rise in beverages and cocoa 
—— (mainly tea) and a high figure for miscellaneous food- 
stuffs. 

Imports of tobacco, 26,000 tons valued at £12-9 million, brought 
imports this year to date to about 100,000 tons, much the same as 
in the corresponding period of 1949. Whereas only 42 per cent. of 
the total for the first 10 months of this year came from the United 
States, the corresponding proportion last year was 48 per cent. and in 
January to October 1948, 66 per cent. The proportion from India 
was 18} per cent. in the first ten months of this year compared with 
only 6} per cent. in the same period two years ago, while the propor- 
tions from Southern Rhodesia and Canada have also risen. 

Imports of maize fell sharply in October but the quantity in the 
first ten months of the year was 41 per cent. above the corresponding 
figure for 1949, the Argentine and the Soviet Union being the prin- 
cipal sources. Imports of eggs in shell were just over one-third of 
the figure for October 1949, and for the first ten months of this year 
the quantity was 16 per cent. less than in the same period Jast year. 

As in the previous two months, the quantity of meat imported was 
considerably below the quantity in the same period of last year, but 
in January to October 1950 imports were 16 per cent. above those in 
the corresponding period of 1949 and in value the rise was 37 per cent. 

Imports of tea were seasonably high at 49-1 million Ib. and accounted 
for £7-8 million out of the total for beverages, etc. (£12-1 million). 
Imports were, however, lower than in October last year and for the 
first ten months of 1950 the quantity imported was 19 per cent. below 
that in the corresponding period of 1949, 

The value of imports of raw materials in October was £84-1 
million, compared with the monthly average of £79-7 million in the 
first nine months of the year. A feature of the October figure was 
the high value of rubber imported (£8-5 million, compared with an 
average of £5-2 million in the third quarter and an average of £1-9 
million in 1949); total imports of rubber in October were 27,000 tons 
of which 21,000 tons were retained. The value of raw wool, etc., 
imported fell to £9-2 million, under half the peak figures recorded 
in the months of May and June; the quantity of sheep’s and lambs’ 
wool imported, 25-7 million Ib., was the lowest in any month since 
December 1946 and under half the average in the first nine months 
of this year.

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Exports and Imports in October—(Continued) 


The value of raw cotton, etc., imported rose to £13-9 million, the 
highest figure since May; the quantity of raw cotton imported, 91 
million Ib., was nearly 84 per cent. more, than in October last year and 
slightly above the averages for the year 1949 and the first nine months 
of this year. Imports of oils, oil seeds, nuts, etc., continued at a 
high level, £18-0 million, and included substantial imports of crude 
petroleum, 224 million gallons valued at £7-0 million. 

The value of imports of manufactured articles in October was 
£49-4 million, compared with an average of £46-2 million in the 
third quarter and £46-4 million in the first nine months of 1950. 

Imports of non-ferrous metals and manufactures (£10-6 million) 
showed the largest increase ({£1-5 million) compared with the third 
quarter and, with one exception, were the highest since the war; 
the October imports included 20,000 tons of aluminium valued at 
£2-2 million. Smaller increases were recorded for chemicals, 
woollen and worsted goods and the miscellaneous group. 
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Imports of oils, fats and resins were valued at £10-7 million in 
October, of which refined petroleum accounted for £9-8 million; 
the quantity of refined petroleum (213 million gallons) was, however, 
below the average for the first nine months of this year (230 million 
gallons) and the average for 1949 (260 million gallons). 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on November 20,* and further analysis of the figures will 
be found in the form of tables in the Monthly Report on Overseas 
Tradet for December, due to be published on or about December 16. 
The table on page 834 shows summary figures for imports and United 
Kingdom exports, while the tables on pages 832 and 833 give 
of some of the more important commodities of our trade by 
value and by quantity.

The Board of Trade and the Companies Act 


N ADDRESS on “ The Relations of the Board of Trade to 

— in the Sphere of the Companies Act’’ was given by 

. H. Marker, Under-Secretary, Insurance and Companies 

ean tng Board of Trade, at the Autumn Conference of the 

Institute of Directors in London on Tuesday. Among the points 
made in the address were the following :— 

The Act has been described as a good charter for the business com- 
munity. A charter implies confidence in those who ate to operate it 
and a large measure of freedom within the rules of the charter. The 
Act takes full account, as the old’'Companies Act did not, of all the 
complexities of modern enterprise, with its great groups of holding 
and subsidiary companies and its large numbers of small scattered 
shareholders who, as the Cohen Committee pointed out, are no longer 
able under modern conditions to control the managements in accord- 
ance with the underlying theory of company law. 

No measure which takes into account the complexities of modern 
enterprise can be simple. If it were it would be so vague as to be 
useless or so stringent as to be injurious. ‘That is why Parliament has 
entrusted considerable powers of relaxation and adaptation to the 
Board of Trade. The keynote of the Act is publicity and disclosure. 
This theme runs through the whole Act, whether in the Sections 
relating to the accounts of individual companies, or of groups of 
holding and subsidiary companies, to directors’ emoluments or to the 
dealing by directors in the shares of the companies of which they are 
directors. 

The Act contains provisions to make it easier for shareholders to 
control or influence the management and to take a more active part 
in the affairs of their companies. I refer to the notice of meetings, 
proxies and so forth. But these things by themselves are not enough. 
The ultimate control must be through informed public opinion. 


Accounts and Audit 


For this reason some of the most important provisions of the new 
Act are contained in the sections relating to accounts and audit and 
in the 8th Schedule. The essence is stated very clearly in Section 149: 

Every balance sheet of a company shall give a true and fair view 
of the state of affairs of the company as at the end of its financial 

year, and every profit and loss account of a company shall give a 

true and fair view of the profit or loss of the company for the 

financial year.”’ 

Where a company has subsidiary companies it is required to lay 
before the company in general meeting, not only its own accounts, but 
also group accounts dealing with the state of affairs and profit or loss 
of the group as a whole. These accounts must give a true and fair 
view of the state of affairs and profit or loss of the group as a whole. 

The emphasis throughout is on the words “ true and fair,’’ nothing 
less will do. Increased responsibilities are placed not only on the 
directors but also on the auditors of companies, We are indeed 
fortunate in having in or! country an accountancy profession which 
is second to none, I will not refer to the accounts provisions in 
detail, except to draw attention to one most important rule which 
follows, that dividends must nct be paid out of provisions or reserves 
unless the fact is disclosed. One wonders how many of the mis- 
fortunes of the past might have been averted or at least mitigated, if 
these provisions had been in force. 


We at the Board of Trade are always ready to discuss with directors 
and their auditors any special difficulties which arise from the accounts 
provisions in the case of their companies, and many difficulties have 
been resolved in this way. In 1949 some 325 applications for relief 
were dealt with and in less than 10 per cent. of the cases were the 
applications refused. 

There are a number of other matters where points may arise, such 
as in the case of exempt private companies, the statutory time for 
holding meetings and so on. We are always willing to consider points 
put to us and to do what we can to help. 

The main point of contact between the companies administration 
and the business world is the office of the Registrar of Companies at 
Bush House, where the annual return and other documents have to 
be filed for the information of the public. There are now some 
260,000 companies on the Register and 14,000 are added every year. 
The Registrar and his staff are available to advise directors, secretaries 
and their representatives on points that arise in carrying out the 
statutory requirements and full use is made of the facilities provided. 
In 1949 the Registrar received more than half-a-million documents 
for registration and the public inspected no less than 300,000 files.

Inspection - 

Passing to the wide powers of investigation into*the affairs of 
companies conferred on the Board of Trade, Mr. Marker said: They 
are there because a game needs a referee. We do not ifitervene 
lightly, but an undertaking was given in Parliament that when com- 
plaints are made with good reason by substantial bodies of share- 
holders—now 200 members or members holding 10 per cent. of the 
shares issued—the Board would appoint inspectors. Many such 
applications have been made to us, usually by members of small 
private companies and in very many cases we have met the parties 
or got them to meet and so the difficulties have been adjusted without 
our having had to appoint inspectors at all. Thus unobtrusively the 
Department has been successful in removing grievances and adjusting 
differences. 

The Board of Trade may, of their own volition, appoint inspectors 
only in certain well defined circumstances, which are set out in 
paragraph (b) of Section 165. They are, in short: 

(a) Fraud or misfeasance or other misconduct ; 

(b) Oppression of a minority ; 

(c) The withholding of information from members which they 

might reasonably expect. 

If there is a well grounded suggestion of fraud or misfeasance it is 
our obvious duty to intervene. Another important class of case, in 
which it is our duty to take action, is where prospectus offences are 
alleged. This is essential in the interests of the investing public. 
There have been a few such cases recently and the new powers have 
been useful. 

Then there is the very difficult and, I am glad to say, rare case, in 
which it is suggested that a director has done something which is 
thought by the complainants not to be consistent with his fiduciary 
position. It is of supreme importance from the public standpoint 
that a director should in these matters be as Caesar’s wife, above 
reproach. For that reason we are bound to consider such cases very 
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seriously and to intervene if there appears to us to be a prima facie 
case for so doing. 

And lastly, we should have to take seriously a complaint that 
information had been unreasonably withheld from shareholders. 
That follows from the emphasis laid in the Act on disclosing to 
members information they might reasonably expect. 

There are two cases in which the Act obliges the Board of Trade to 
appoint inspectors. (There is no “ may ”’ about it.) The first where 
a company passes a special resolution to that effect, and the second, 
where the Court by order declares that the affairs of a company ought 
to be investigated. ‘There may be cases in which action ought to be 
taken on public grounds and yet the Act, as drawn, gives no power to 
the Board of Trade to intervene. In that case the Court can do so, 
with the safeguards that action by the Court implies. 

In the selection of inspectors we take great care to appoint men of 
competence and standing, so that their report shall not only be 
impartial, but shall carry weight. If I have dwelt at some length on 
our powers of inspection, it is not because we have often to intervene. 
Since these powers came into force.we have appointed inspectors in 
20 cases ; yet there are 260,000 companies on the Register. 

Referring to the prospectus provisions, Mr. Marker said: In view 
of two recent cases I would draw attention to the very important 
Section 12 of the Prevention of Fraud (Investments) Act, 1939. This 
is essentially an Act to regulate the business of dealing in securities 
and Section 12 ought to be read with the prospectus provisions of 
the Companies Act. It penalizes not only a statement, promise or 
forecast which a person knows to be misleading, false or deceptive, or 
the dishonest concealment of material facts, but also—and this is 
most important—the reckless making of any statement, promise or 
forecast, which is misleading, false or deceptive. 

A great obligation rests on directors to see that when offers are 
made to the public, the public are given as fair a view of the position 
and prospects of the company as is possible and that there are no 
material omissions. Prospects are always difficult to gauge and there 
can be no venture without some element of risk—after all it was on 
the spirit of adventure that our position was founded—but the invest- 
ing public ought not to be told that all in the garden is likely to be 
lovely unless these responsible have satisfied themselves that that is 
really likely to be so. 

The British Companies Act has attracted a good deal of attention 
abroad and it may be that other countries will follow our lead in some 
of these matters. ‘There are, in our law, no arbitrary regulations, no 
prohibitions of usages which are convenient and have grown up in the 
British way to meet changing needs. We rely on good faith, whether 
in the conduct of companies or in the production of accounts or in the 
making of offers to the public—and on publicity. The Cohen 
Committee said: ‘‘ We are satisfied by the evidence that the great 
majority of limited companies, both public and private, are honestly 
and conscientiously managed. We believe that the system of limited 
liability companies has been and is beneficial to the trade and industry 
> country and essential to the prosperity of the nation as a 
whole.” 


National Packaging Exhibition 


THE Second National Packaging Exhibition, to be held at Olympia 
on January 31 next, will be opened by the President of the Board of 


Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson. The exhibition will continue until 
February 9. There will be more than 150 exhibitors, a 50 per cent. 
increase on those showing at the First Packaging Exhibition held in 
Manchester in 1949. 

Exhibitors in the special group of official and trade organizations 
will include the Board of Trade, Dollar Exports Board, British Stan- 
dards Institution, Institute of Packaging, Railway Executive and the 
Printing, Packaging and Allied Trades Research Association. 

A novel development in the conference arrangements for the exhi- 
bition is the decision to invite other trade interests to present talks to 
the packaging industry (and not vice versa) on the relationship of 
their industries to packaging. These talks will be in addition to a 
programme of four papers organized by the Institute on the following 
subjects :

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Canadian International Trade Fair 


HE Fourth Canadian International Trade Fair, dedicated to the 

promotion of international trade by the Government of Canada, 
will take place at Toronto between May 28 and June 8, 1951. For 
the forthcoming Fair the Canadian Government Exhibition Com- 
mission, who organize this event, announce that additional exhibi- 
tion space will be available. This will amount to 50,000 sq. ft. 
and is the result of the extensive re-modelling of one of the existing 
buildings. ‘This hall, now to be known as the “ Industry Building,” 
will house machine tools, smal] tools and gauges, heavy equipment 
and components, builders’ supplies, woodworking equipment, 
printing machinery (including office and business equipment), road 
building and constructional equipment. 'The Canadian International 
Trade Fair can, therefore, now offer a total of 220,000 sq. ft. of 
exhibition space for the display of products to trade buyers not only 
from Canada, but also from the United States, South America and 
other countries. Exhibits will be classified under the following 
general broad headings :— 
Textile products. 
Footwear—leather and leather 

products. 
Food products and produce. 
Medical and hospital equipment, 

Scientific and Optical instru- 

ments. 

Marine and aviation equipment 
and supplies. 

Building materials—Heating and 
plumbing. 

Paper—Printing and machinery— 

Office equipment. 

Household appliances — Musical 
instruments. 

Machinery—Engineering and plant 
equipment. 

Institutional and prestige. 

It will be recalled that following the recommendations of the Board 
of Trade and of the Dollar Export Board, United Kingdom industry 
occupied almost one-half of the total space available at the 1950 Fair. 
The main British exhibit was the British Machine Tool and Scientific 
Instrument Section; other important displays were also installed by 
manufacturers of woollen goods, agricultural machinery, jewellery 
and engineering products. A very high proportion of the exhibitors 
at the 1950 Fair reported that business had developed as a result of 
their displays or that useful contacts had been made. 

The Canadian Government Exhibition Commission in London 
reports that space bookings by United Kingdom concerns so far this 
year are well ahead of those at the corresponding time last year. To 
date, applications for approximately 35,000 sq. ft. of space have been 
received from potential exhibitors in this country. Tentative 
bookings, many of which are certainties, will increase this figure by 
a substantial amount. 

Canadian firms are also well to the fore in booking in comparison 
with the same date last year. 

Preliminary indications show that the United States will be much 
more heavily represented than in previous years and Australia, 
Czechoslovakia and Switzerland have also booked space. 

The Canadian Passenger Association has again decided to co- 
operate with the Trade Fair by providing reduced rail travel for 
bona-fide visitors to the Fair from May 15 to July 8, 1951. Trade 
Fair exhibitors or business visitors will receive return rail transporta- 
tion at fare-and-a-half rate, directly from the Canadian point of 
origin or entry to the Fair and back again. 

The Board of Trade urges trade associations and individual firms 
to give most careful consideration to this opportunity for showing 
their products at an officially organized Fair now well-established in 
the Canadian business calendar and of international repute.

PRODUCTION OF cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarns, for the 
week ended November 4, 1950, was 21-86 million Ibs. This was 
second only to the post-war “‘ record ’’ of 22-01 million Ibs. established 
in the previous week. 

Total production for the 44 weeks ended November 4 was 888-62 
million Ibs., against 832-02 million Ibs. in the corresponding period 
last year.

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Amendment of Utility Knitted 
Goods Schedule 


FOLLOWING THE changes in the specification for knitted gar- 
ments announced recently, the Board of Trade have decided to 
change the specifications of certain knitted wool and knitted cotton 
fabrics, to allow greater use of mixture yarns, and to offer cloth manu- 
facturers a much wider variety of methods of construction, thus in 
turn providing more scope to the garment makers. Effect will be 
given to this by Supplement No. 1 to Schedule L, (price 3d., by post 
4d.). Consequent amendments have been made to the specifications 
for the garments made from knitted cloth. 

The Supplement gives revised specifications for astrakhan stockin- 
ette, and introduces two new specifications for mixture slipovers, 
and three new specifications for cotton outerwear. 

The maximum prices for all Utility knitted cloths made from rayon 
and for two specifications of knitted cloths made from cotton have 
been increased by about 10 per cent. and 5 per cent. respectively to 
take account of raw material price increases. ‘The maximum prices 
for two types of men’s woollen hose have been increased by about 
14 per cent. to cover the rise in the cost of shoddy yarns. 

The Amendment Order, The Knitted Goods (Manufacture and 
Supply) (Amendment) Order, 1950, which brings this Supplement 
into force, is S.I. 1950 No. 1855, price 1d., by post 2d. This Order 
amends the current Knitted Goods (Manufacture and Supply) 
Order (S.1. 1950 No. 1635); adds the new knitted cloth specifications 
to the list of those from which Utility garments may be made, and 
specifies the method of invoicing these new cloths. It also makes 
it clear that the price increases for embroidery already given in 
Schedule L are for per dozen articles.

Clothing Industry Urged to Help 
Development Council 


GPEAKING AT the opening of the Clothing Trades Exhibition in 

London on November 15, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, Mr. Hervey Rhodes, said that he was glad to see present 
the chairman of the Clothing Industry Development Council, Captain 
Fox-Williams. Managers and technicians in the industry had their 
place on the Council, largely owing to the work of the Factory 
Managers’ Clothing Association. Mr. Rhodes said that he was 
disappointed that many of the leading organizations in the clothing 
industry continued to withhold their support from the Council. 
If we were all sincere in our wish to improve conditions in the clothing 
industry, to increase its efficiency and productivity, and to give it the 
stability and dignity which it merited, was there not everything to be 
said for real co-operation between the trade associations and this 
democratic body which existed for the purpose of serving the industry 
and helping the industry to serve the public ? 

Captain Fox-Williams was a man of outstanding industrial ability 
and reputation, who had dedicated a large part of his time to serving 
the interests of an industry which he got to know as a member of the 
Heavy and Light Clothing Working Parties. Mr. Rhodes was glad 
to know that the Council had recently appointed as their Director, 
Mr. David Loweth, who was no stranger to the industry. He 
started with the advantage of knowing a great deal about the technical 
and productivity problems with which the Factory Managers’ Clothing 
Association was particularly concerned. The Council had the 
resources which would enable it to do valuable work for the industry 
that he believed could be done in no other way. It would, he was 
sure, be successful in the task set before it, but its success would be 
the greater, and the help it could give to everyone in the industry 
would be multiplied, if it had the support of, and could work through, 
the existing trade organizations whose activities it could supplement 
but in no way supersede. He hoped that the various sections of the 
industry who were at present standing aside would reconsider their 
position and their responsibility in this matter to the industry as a 
whole. He knew that if they could see fit to co-operate, they would 
be warmly welcomed by the Council. 


New Prices for Utility Apparel 


Two NEW Orders coming into force on December 4 provide for 

new prices for Utility apparel. The Utility Apparel (Gaberdine 
Raincoats) (Manufacture and Supply) lenient Order, 1950, 
(S.I. 1950 No. 1862, price 3d., by post, 4d.) amends the principal 
Order and provides increased ‘manufacturers’ maximum prices for 
all specifications of Utility gaberdine raincoats. These increases, 
averaging approximately 2} per cent. are due to the rise in the cost 
of cotton cloth. 

The Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1949, 
(Amendment No. 15) Order, 1950, (S.I. 1950 No, 1863, price 1d., 
by post, 2d.) amends the principal Order, brings into force :-— 

Related Schedule No, 6K (price 2d., by post, 3d.) which replaces 
Related Schedule No. 6J. It introduces wholesalers’ and retailers’ 
overriding maximum prices for Utility nylon hose which bear no 
specification number or are marked with a number not included in 
the Related Schedule. There is no change in the maximum prices 
previously set out in Related Schedule No. 6J. 

Related Schedule No, 16B, (price 4d., by post, 5d.) replaces 
Related Schedule No. 16A, and provides distributors’ new over- 
riding maximum plices for gaberdine raincoats in line with the 
manufacturers’ new ceiling prices specified in the Order mentioned 
above. 

Supplement No. 4 to Related Schedule No. 1J (price 1d., by post, 
2d.) amends the retailers’ overriding maximum prices in respect of 
two garments. 

Supplement No. 2 to Related Schedule No. 3G (price 4d., by post, 
5d.) provides wholesalers’ and retailers’ overriding maximum prices 
for women’s and maids’ untailored costumes, untailored jackets, 
skirts, slacks and dresses. It includes ceiling prices for such garments 
made from a number of wool, rayon and linen cloths which have not 
hitherto been scheduled for these garments. With a few exceptions, 
where the price is unchanged, the ceiling prices for the garments 
made from wool cloth are higher than previously, as are also the 
ceiling prices for all cotton dresses. 

These Orders, Related Schedules and Supplements will be pub- 
lished on November 27, and copies will be available then from H.M. 
Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, or through 
any bookseller. 


Many Orders Placed at Knitting 
Machinery Exhibition 


FINAL DETAILS concerning the “ Textile Recorder” Inter- 
national Exhibition of Knitting Machinery and Accessories held at 
Leicester from October 11 to October 21 this year have been given 
by the organizers. 

Whilst eight countries—Britain, United States, Switzerland, 
Germany, France, Itely, Holland and Czechoslovakia—were repre- 
sented as exhibitors, buyers and enquirers converged upon the 
Midlands, during the 10 days of the display, from every nation in the 
world where the knitwear industry is carried on. 

An outstanding feature of the exhibition was the number of orders 
actually signed within the halls for plant and accessories, which reached 
such a volume that delivery dates in many cases had to be advanced 
from three months to as many years, and machinery manufacturers 
are now facing problems of extensions to their plant and premises in 
order to cope with the work in hand and to undertake new work, 
which they are confident will shortly be coming to them in consequence 
of the many firm inquiries received. 

During the period of the exhibition some 100,000 persons—an 
average of 10,000 a day—passed through the turnstiles and analyses 
suggest that, of these at least 70 per cent. were trade buyers or 
inquirers. It is estimated, too, that some 40 per cent. of these buyers 
were from overseas countries, including India, Pakistan, Rurma, 
China, the Lebanon, Israel, North Africa, Persia, all Near Eastern 
Countries, United States, Canada, Brazil, Argentina and all European 
countries—including the Scandinavian bloc—not under Soviet 
influence. ; 

Although it would be impossible to adduce the monetary value of 
orders placed, it is estimated that these totalled many millions of 
pounds sterling.

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Personal Export Scheme 
Record Sales to Vis 


DURING AUGUST visitors to the United Kingdom pur- 
chased goods under the Personal Export Scheme to the value of 
£429,000, an increase of £125,000 (41 per cent.) over July and the 
highest monthly total so far recorded. In addition, United Kingdom 
emigrants, who are also entitled to participate in the scheme, spent 
£44,000, over £10,000 (30 per cent.) more than in July. Although 
completely comparable figures with 1949 are not yet available, the 
total purchases by visitors during the three months ended August 1950 
exceeded £1,000,000, as against £737,500 for the four months June 
to September 1949. 

Visitors from the Americas, including Canada, spent £185,000 in 
August, £66,000 more than in July and 43 per cent. of the total of 
visitors’ purchases. Of this £185,000, purchases by United States 
visitors accounted for 63 per cent. (£117,000). Visitors from 
Commonwealth countries, excluding Canada, increased their pur- 
chases to £128,000 as compared with £91,000 in July, and those from 
the rest of the world from £94,000 to £116,000. 

Clothing, including footwear and piece-goods, at £350,000, 
accounted for 77 per cent. of the total purchases, next in order of

popularity being household goods at £51,000 (11 per cent.) and 
jewellery and plate at £34,000 (7 per cent.). other main com- 
modity groups were electrical goods at £13,000 (3 per cent.), sports 
mess at £11,000 (2 per cent.) and leather goods at £10,000 (2 per 
cent.). 

Outside London, in which 86 per cent. (over £400, 000) of the total 
purchases were made, the most favoured oy ing centres were 
Edinburgh and Glasgow with £16,000 and £10,000 respectively, the 
total spent in all Scotland being £30,000. anchester and Belfast, 
with £3,700 each, Liverpool with £2,300 and Birmingham with 
£1,250, came next in order of popularity. 

An analysis of the clothing items showed that men’s outerwear 
accounted for 29 per cent. of the total clothing sales, furs and fur 
coats 21 per cent., women’s outerwear 16 per cent., dress and suit 
materials 10 per cent. and other clothing and footwear 22 per cent. 
The remaining purchases consisted of silk goods.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


THURSDAY NOVEMBER 16 


“ Athlone Fellowships” for Engineering Graduates from 
Canada 


Asked about proposals for the advanced technical training in this 
country of engineering graduates from Canada, the President of the 
Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, replied that as he said during 
the Debate on Anglo-Canadian Trade on May 1, last, the possibility 
of bringing to this country more Canadian engineering students to 
build up in the long term a greater awareness on the part of the Can- 
adian engineers and buyers, of this country’s engineering products 
was being examined. He was now glad to be able to announce a 
scheme which the Government had decided to introduce, involving 
a number of awards to be made annually for the post-graduate training 
in this country of engineering graduates from Canada. With the 
gracious permission of Her Royal Highness Princess Alice, Countess 
of Athlone, awards under this scheme, which would come into 
operation at the beginning of the academic year 1951-52, would be 
known as “ Athlone Fellowships.” The number of awards, each 
of which would normally cover a two-year period, would be 38 a year, 
and a proportion had been provisionally allocated to each engineering 
faculty in Canada for new graduates, whilst some would be reserved 
for graduates already employed in industry. ‘Training facilities would 
be provided at industrial establishments or academic centres in this 
country, and the awards would cover the cost of travel to and from 
Great Britain, maintenance and tuition fees. Part of the expense 
of maintaining these graduates while they were in industrial establish- 
ments would be borne by the firms concerned; the rest of the cost of 
the scheme would be borne on public funds, and he estimated that 
in the first year of its operation expenditure falling on the Exchequer 
would be of the order of £16,000, rising to approximately £31,000 
in the third year. 

The planning and successful operation of the scheme were matters 
of interest to the Minister of Education, the Secretary of State for 
Scotland, the Secretary of State for Commonwealth Relations and the 
Minister of Supply, whose Departments would be represented on the 
Committee of Management which the President was setting up to 
administer the scheme. The Committee would include representa- 
tives of both sides of industry and of the academic interests involved. 
It was intended that it should keep in the closest touch with the 
Committee which was responsible for a somewhat similar scheme 
originated by the Federation of British Industries for placing overseas 
graduates in industry. 


Trading with the Enemy Order 


‘The property of all persons resident in enemy territory was subject, 
irrespective of their nationality, to the terms of the Trading with the 
Enemy (Custodian) Order, 1939, made under Section 7 of the Trading 
with the Enemy Act, 1939, it was stated. 


Cost of Fireworks 


The President stated that the Board did not require manufacturers 
of fireworks to render returns of their current production, either by 
quantity or value, and he regretted, therefore, that he could not give 
any estimate of the manufacturing costs of these goods. 


Cotton Re-equipment Subsidy Scheme 


Asked how many schemes under the Cotton Re-equipment Subsidy 
Scheme had been submitted to him after the expiry of the statutory 
period; and whether he would take steps to make them eligible for 
inclusion, the President replied that no application for registration 
as an approved group under the Cotton Spinning (Re-equipment 
Subsidy) Act, 1948, had been received since April 6, 1950, which 
was the date specified in the Act. Under the Act, it was also required 
that contracts be placed before April 6, 1950, unless a special extension 
was granted. In the case of only one mill an extension had been 
requested to cover a complete scheme of modernization and this 
request was granted. In addition, extensions to allow of minor 
changes to seven previously approved schemes had been requested 
and each request was being considered on its merits. 


Claims under War Damage Act 


The total amount still deferred under Part II of the War Damage 
Act, 1943, was £41 million, not including interest it was stated. 
Interest accrued and was payable when the claims were finally paid off. 
Interim Index of Retail Prices 

Asked which items in the cost of living index had risen in price 
after removal of price controls during this year, the President replied 
that apart from non-Utility goods which had counterparts in the 
Utility schemes and were not covered by the index to any significant 
extent, the only items in the Board of Trade field which had been 
removed from price control this year and were covered by the Interim 
{ndex of Retail Prices were children’s wellingtons, children’s plim- 
solls, baby knitting wool, toothpaste and cold cream. Because of the 
higher cost of materials, the first three items had risen in price since 
the dates of decontrol, but in the case of the other two items there 
had been no change. 


Imports of Turkeys and Geese 


The import of turkeys from Yugoslavia and Italy was prohibited 
because the way in which the birds were prepared for slaughter 
exposed them to the risk of infection from fowl pest, the President 


said. 

He added that the import of geese from Poland was prohibited for 
the same reason. ‘To minimize the risk, however, the Polish Govern- 
ment had agreed to changes which could be accepted, and imports 
would therefore again be permitted. Requirements in the case of 
chickens were accepted earlier by the Polish Government. 


FRIDAY NOVEMBER 17 
Board of Trade Price Controls Lifted 


The President gave the following list of price controls in the Board 
of Trade field which had been lifted at various dates since January 1, 
1948. He said that for those commodities shown in the list which 
were represented in the Board of Trade Wholesale Price Index, the 
changes in prices from the month before de-control to October 
last were indicated by the following percentages of the January 
1948 prices.

MONDAY NOVEMBER 20 


Knitting Wool and Woollen Goods Prices 

Asked why the recent sudden increases in the price of knitting 
wool and woollen goods had been permitted before any of the new 
wool purchased in Australia at the new enhanced prices could have 
been shipped to England and made into woollen goods, the President 
replied that controlled maximum prices of Utility cloth had not yet 
been increased to reflect the higher prices fetched by this season’s 
Australian wool clip. He understood that the recent increases in 
knitting wool prices, which were not at present controlled, were 
related to rises in raw wool prices which occurred before this season’s 
auctions opened. The Central Price Regulation Committee were 
however, considering whether it was advisable to reimpose control 
over the prices of knitting wool, and he hoped to have their recom- 
mendation shortly. The question whether control should be re- 
imposed over the prices of any other non-Utility wool goods would 
be considered in the course of a general review, which he had invited 
the Committee to undertake, of the position in regard to those con- 
sumer goods in the Board of Trade field which had been freed from 
price control. 


Metal Supplies to Manufacturers 
The Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, said that he was well 
aware of the importance of maintaining sufficient supplies of metal 
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at a reasonable level ; but this did not necessarily mean that the new 
Percentage margin would give the same margin as the old one. 


Cloth for Officers’ Uniforms 
Utility cloth, free of purchase tax, was not yet available for officers’ 
uniforms, Mr. Rhodes stated, 


Tron and Steel Manufactures to Canada 

A questioner asked what was the total amount of steel exported to 
Canada in 1950 to the latest convenient date ; and corresponding 
figures for 1949. Mr. Bottomley replied that he was not quite sure 
what the member would include in the term “ steel,”’ but United 
Kingdom exports to Canada of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof (Group IIIC of the Trade Returns) together with axles, tyres 
and wheels for railway rolling stock (from Group IIIS) were 153,000 
tons during January-September 1950, compared with 62,000 tons for 
the first nine months of 1949. 

Export of Apples 

Mr. Bottomley gave the following information about the export of 
British apples :— 

According to the information in his possession, no customs duty 
was leviable in the following countries on fresh apples imported from 
Great Britain :-—

to manufacturers. There had recently been a considerable increase 
in world demand for non-ferrous metals and we were mainly dependent 
on imports. His Department was making every effort to secure 
adequate supplies. 

Total supplies of steel were greater than ever before. There had, 
however, been abnormal buying following the outbreak of war in 
Korea and the announcement of the Governrnent’s re-armament 
programme. ‘This had caused delay in obtaining supplies. 


Wood Carving Tools 

Asked if he was aware of the shortage of wood carving tools, Mr. 
Strauss replied that there was a shortage of these tools. but he was 
not aware that wood carvers were unable to obtain supplies for essential 
purposes. He was prepared to investigate any such cases which were 
brought to his notice. 


TUESDAY NOVEMBER 21 


Trade with Guatemala 

Asked if he was awere c the anxiety of British commercial concerns 
in Guatemala arising rom the unfavourable balance of trade between 
that country and Great Britain, what representations he had made to 
the Treasury to make dollars available for such trade, and whether he 
would make a statement on the future prospects of trade between the 
two countries, the President replied that he was aware that there was 
some anxiety on this account. ‘The question of making more dollars 
available had been under review, but he was not yet in a position to 
make any statement. He reminded the questioner that, as the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer stated on November 14, strict economy 
in dollar expenditure was still necessary. 


Dollar Earnings of British Motor Industry 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. A. G. Bottomley, said that 
no figures were available in respect of the dollar earnings of the British 
motor industry, but United Kingdom exports to the United States 


and Canada during January-August 1950, of cars, commercial 
vehicles, tractors and parts and accessories thereof, as recorded in the 
‘Trade Returns, were valued at £22-8 million, which is equivalent to 
United States dollars 63-9 million. 


Gross Percentage Margins on Price-controlled Goods 

The President was asked if it was now the policy of his department 
to retain former cash margins when prices rose, as in the case of 
carpets, while still retaining the existing rates of purchase tax. The 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Hervey Rhodes, 
replied that there had been no change of Board of Trade policy in this 
matter. 

The gross percentage margins permitted for distributors in respect 
of price-controlled consumer goods were revised from time to time 
to take account of changes in costs, turnover :nd other relevant 
factors. ‘Thus it was necessary to review the margins when price 
increases were likely to be accompanied by a substantial increase in 
turnover. ‘The aim was to hold the net return on capital employed

In certain countries which maintained quantitative control of 
imports, shortage of foreign exchange might limit the ability of the 
importer to obtain the necessary import licence. 


Women’s Utility Dresses of Rayon 

Asked if he would take action to stop overcharging by some manu- 
facturers of women’s Utility dresses made from rayon cloth, 1005/2 
end 1006/2, Mr. Rhodes replied he understood the questioner was 
referring to a report that some manufacturers of the dresses in question 
had been taking advantage of the arrangements which were designed 
to give wholesalers and retailers a reasonable opportunity of disposing 
of stocks bought before the manufacturers’ maximum prices were 
reduced last August. The Wholesale Textile Association had now 
informed him that these arrangements were no longer necessary, and 
the wholesalers’ ceiling prices would accordingly be reduced as soon 
as possible to correspond with the reduction in the manufacturers’ 
maximum prices.

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Enquiry into Sunday Film Exhibitions 


E FOLLOWING aarticle and tables are the third in the series 
“Statistics of the British Film Industry’ and include the results 
of an enquiry into the exhibition of films on Sundays. Previous 

articles appeared in the Board of Trade Feurnal on May 13 and August 
12, 1950. This article includes all information on production pub- 
lished in the earlier articles, and a summary of cinema attendances 
and takings for the first two quarters of this year appears in Table 
VI. The earlier articles contained definitions of the terms used. 


Film Production 


The position in British film production has recently shown some 
improvement—about 35 per cent. of first feature film studio space 
was idle at the end of June and 37 per cent. at the end of September, 
compared with 54 per cent. at the end of March. The marked 
improvement in the use of “‘independent”’ studios at the end of June 
proved, however, to be temporary only, and was reversed by September. 
These movements were reflected also in the figures for forward 
booking at “‘ independent ”’ studios and in employment. 


Film Exhibition 
The second enquiry on cinematograph film exhibition covered the 
thirteen weeks ended July 1, 1950. In addition to standard questions 
on admissions, takings, etc. separate information on Sunday film 
exhibitions and details of changes in programmes were also collected. 
Returns have been compiled for 4,580 cinemas (99-5 per cent. of 
those known to be operating commercially during the period in the 


exhibition of standard 35 mm. cinematograph films), the seating 
capacity of these being 4,216,000. 


Admissions and Takings 


Compared with the first quarter of the year, admissions fell by 
7-9 per cent. from 371,063,000 to 341,582,000 and gross box-office 
takings by 9-8 per cent. from £28,040,000 to £25,305,000. Figures 
of Entertainments Duty receipts suggest that a fall in admissions 
between the first and second quarters has occurred in each of the 
previous three years at least. The decrease last year was approxi- 
mately of the same proportion as 1950, but those in 1947 and 1948 
were smaller. 

The proportional decrease in the number of admissions varied 
between regions from 4 per cent. in the Northern to 13 per cent. in 
the North Midland. Admissions in holiday resorts were 3 per cent. 
less compared with 8 per cent. less in industrial and other areas. 
During this quarter the average number of times each seat was booked 
was 81 for Great Britain as a whole, compared with 88 in the first 
quarter. Seats in holiday resorts were filled 66 times (68 in the first 
quarter), 85 times in industrial areas (93), and 72 times in other areas 
(78). 

The pattern of regional variations in average prices of admission 
has changed very little. The average prices of admission fell in all 
regions except the South West, where it rose from 21-1 to 21-2 pence 
and the North Midland where it remained at 17°6 pence. The 
average for Great Britain as a whole was 17:8 compared with 18-1 
pence in the previous quarter. 

Distribution of Takings 

There was virtually no change in the proportions in which gross 
box-office takings were distributed between Entertainments Duty, 
payments for film hire and exhibitors. Net takings, after payment 
of duty, fell by 9-8 per cent. (from £18,101,000 to £16,324,000) 
and the exhibitors’ share (including sums for charity payments and 


for salaries for live entertainers) by 9-7 per cent. (from £11,604,000 
to £10,479,000). 


Sunday Film Exhibitions 


The form of return for the second quarter of 1950 included 
questions relating to Sunday exhibitions only on lines similar to the 
standard questions about admissions and the amount and distribu- 
tion of takings. In Table VIII the principal aggregates relating to 
Sunday performances are analysed and in Table IX are shown the 


corresponding figures for the period as a whole for the cinemas which 
open on Sundays. 


Conditions for Sunday Exhibitions 


Under the provisions of the Sunday Entertainments Act, 1932, 
cinemas in England and Wales may open on Sundays for the public 
exhibition of films subject to such conditions as the local licensing 
authority may impose. These conditions must include a direction 
about the amount which shall be paid out of takings to the Cinema- 
tograph Fund and for charitable purposes. This amount is assessed 
sometimes as a flat payment and sometimes as a percentage of takings. 
Arrangements broadly similar in character also apply in Scotland. 


Number of Cinemas and Seats 

2,577 cinemas, 56-3 per cent. of the total, reported that, during the 
thirteen weeks ended July 1, 1950, they exhibited films on Sundays.

proportion of cinemas open on Sundays varied considerably Raton 
regions, being 6-7 per cent. in Scotland, 8-0 per cent. in Wales and 
69:2 per cent. in England. The last figure conceals variations 
ranging from 44-5 per cent. in the East and West Ridings to 96-8 
per cent. in London and the South East. In industrial areas 59 per 
cent. and in holiday areas 60 rer cent. of cinemas were open on Sundays, 
but only 45 per cent. in other areas. There was a strongly marked 
tendency in all regions for the proportion of cinemas open on Sundays 
to be higher among the larger cinemas, the figures for Great Britain 
varying from 18-8 per cent. for cinemas with 250 seats or less to 81-3 
per cent. for those with more than 2,000 seats. 


Sunday Admissions and Takings 

On the thirteen Sundays in the period under review there were 
33,870,000 paymer:ts for admission and gross takings of £2,844,000. 
These figures represent 9-9 per cent. of all admissions and 11-2 per 
cent. of all takings in all cinemas in the period; and 14-4 per cent. of 
admissions and 15-3 per cent. of gross takings in the cinemas open on 
Sundays. The average price of admission on Sundays was 20-1 
pence compared with 18-8 pence for all admissions in the quarter 
in the Sunday cinemas. The higher average admission payment for 
Sundays occurred in all regions except the East and West Ridings, 
London and South Eastern, and Southern regions. 

Net takings for Sundays only were £1,870,000 or 15-9 per cent. of 
total net takings for Sunday cinemas. Of this amount 19-5 per cent., 
£364,000, was paid for film hire. This proportion compares with 34-9 
per cent. of net takings paid by the same cinemas for film hire in the 
whole quarter. The total for Sundays conceals considerable variations 
between regions ranging in England from 15-2 per cent. in the Eastern 
region to 29-2 per cent. in the Southern; in Wales the proportion 
was 13-3 per cent. but in Scotland 35-3 per cent. 

In Great Britain as a whole, £114,000 or 6 per cent. of Sunday net 
takings was paid to charities (including a sum to the Cinematograph 
Fund). In England the proportion varied from 3 per cent. in the 
North West to 9 per cent. in the Northern region ; in Wales it was 
7 per cent. and in Scotland 15 per cent. 


Exhibitors’ Share 

The exhibitors’ share of takings after paying Entertainments Duty, 
film hire and charity payments was 49 per cent. of Sunday gross 
takings. This compares with 41 per cent. for the same cinemas and 
for all cinemas for the period as a whole. There are, however, con- 
iderable regional variations ranging from 35 per cent. in Scotland to 
54 per cent. in the North West ; in each of these regions this pro- 
portion was 41 per cent. for the whole quarter. This proportion was 
higher for Sundays only than for the whole quarter in every region 
except Scotland.

Extension of the Term of Patents in Italy 
UNDER the provisions of the Italian Law No. 842, which came 
into force on November 15, 1950, applications may be made before 
January 14, 1951, for the extension of the term of patents in Italy 
to compensate for war loss. 

Although it has not yet been decided whether United Kmgdom 
nationals will be entitled to obtain extension of their patents, it is 
essential that all United Kingdom nationals desiring to apply under 
the Italian Law should file their applications for prolongation 
together with supporting documents, at the Italian Central Patents 
Office, Rome, Italy, before January 14, 1951. Such applications 
will be held in suspense pending a decision by the Italian Govern- 
ment as to whether the provisions of the Law are applicable in the 
case of Italian patents held by United Kingdom nationals.

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United Kingdom Paper Productioa in the Third Quarter of 1950 


GUMMER HOLIDAYS, as usual, resulted in reduced output of 
paper and board in July and August. The effect was, contrary to 
the experience of recent years, more marked in August than in July 
owing to the late August Bank Holiday. 

Production recovered smartly in September, and the total output 
of paper rose above that in June, establishing a new post-war record. 
September output of board just failed to reach the record level of June. 

Compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, production 


of paper was up by 21 per cent. and that of board by 10 per cent. 
Most of the individual categories of paper and board followed the 
general trend, but it will be noted, however, that newsprint output 
in September failed to reach the record June level. 
The figures in Tables I and II below give weekly average pro- 
duction (in tons) of various types of paper and board, together with 
percentages of average weekly production immediately before the 


war, for the months July to September.

within covers or (if comprising more than one sheet) sewn or bound. 
Only those pamphlets which contain no publicity matter or advertise- 
ment elsewhere than on the covers or flyleaves are admissible. 

Packets sent at the reduced rate must be clearly marked “‘ Printed 
Papers. Reduced Rate’’ in the upper left-hand corner. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Hospital Bedsteads for General Purposes 


British Standard 1682:1950, hospital bedsteads for general purposes, 
is the first of a series which is being prepared to cover the various 
types of bedsteads and cots which are in general use. The standards 
are intended to secure interchangeability of the main component 
parts and uniformity in appearance, together with adequate strength 
and durability. ‘They will not, however, preclude the use of sub- 
sidiary components such as special back rests and other fittings. 

‘The bedstead covered by this standard is of tubular steel construc- 
tion and is 6 ft. 6 in. long by 3 ft. wide, with the spring mattress at 
2 ft. from the floor. Provision is also made for bedsteads which are 
6 ft. 9 in. or 7 ft. long, together with alternative heights of 2 ft. 3 in. 
and 2 ft. 6 in. where these variations are required ‘by the purchasers. 
The standard includes a specification for a removable lifting pole and 
provides for the inclusion of adjustable back rests and wheeling 
devices. In the latter case general requirements are given, but 
sufficient latitude is left for individual manufacturers to devise their 
own patterns so as not to impede progress and development. Price 
2s. 6d. post free. 


Weft Pirns (Taper Fit) for Direct Spinning of Cotton 


B.S. 1675—Weft pirns for direct spinning of cotton (taper fit drive 
from the top of the spindle) gives basic dimensions for weft pirns 
manufactured from wood, light alloys or plastic materials for spinning, 
on the ring frame, cotton yarns on to pirns for direct use in the shuttle 
of non-automatic or shuttle-changing automatic looms. The dimen- 
sions are overall and include any metal protectors which may be 
desired. ‘The range of lift sizes is: 5 in., 6 in., 7 in. and 8 in., for 
use with rings 14 in., 1} in., 1g in., and 14in. in diameter. 'To ensure 
satisfactory fit, pirns are to be made to the standard weft spindle of 
which dimensions and tolerances are given in the appropriate table. 
Four drawings are included giving typical illustrations of the features 
of the pirns. 

The standard is intended to achieve interchangeability between 
pirns made from the materials mentioned, and will tend to facilitate 
production and to some extent, enable pirn makers to carry stocks. 
The stepped finish of the pirn is designed to prevent sloughing off 
and represents the most efficient means of yarn retention derived from 
practical experience. 

It is hoped the standard will eliminate the practice of ordering 
replacements to worn sample pirns and spindles which has been 
responsible for perpetuating the enormous number of dimensional 
variations which exists at the present time.

Paper Boxes for Pills, Tablets, Ointments, Pastes, Creams, 
Powders and Crystals 


The introduction of the National Health Scheme has emphasized 
the illogical system of nomenclature which has hitherto been used to 
describe the boxes in which pills, ointments, powders, etc., were 
dispensed. ‘The manufacturers of these boxes, in collaboration with 
the Ministry of Health and the pharmacists, have now agreed upon a 
reference system which relates each size of box to its fluid drachm 
capacity. The boxes will continue to be made in the different styles 
that have been popular for a long time but, irrespective of the style, 
the reference number will indicate the fluid drachm capacity. The 
merits of such a system to the dispenser will be obvious. 

. The new system of referencing is set out fully in B.S. 1679, “ Pope 
boxes for pills, tablets, ointments, pastes, creams, powders an 
crystals,’’ which has just been published. The standard also lays 
down minimum thicknesses for the board from which the boxes shall 
be made and specifies certain other details in regard to manufacture in 
order to ensure that satisfactory boxes are used. Price 1s. post free.

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
Outlook for British Exports to Thailand is Encouraging

HE VOLUME of Thailand’s foreign trade depends first and 

foremost on the amount she can earn through her staple exports, 

rice, rubber, tin and timber (mainly teak); 1949 and 1950 have 
both been good years in this respect. Prices have remained high 
because supplies from neighbours and competitors, Burma, Indo- 
China and Indonesia, have been restricted by internal unrest. 
Thailand has enjoyed good rice harvests and has reaped the rewards 
of exports of rubber well above pre-war levels. The teak trade has 
been steady and profitable and tin output has increased from 4,240 
tons of tin-in-ore in 1948 and 7,817 tons in 1949 to an average monthly 
figure of about 775 tons in 1950. 


Exports have provided the money to pay for increasing imports. 
Total imports were valued by the Customs Department at ticals 
1,726,820,000 in 1948, and 1,901,160,000 in 1949. Figures for 1950 
are not yet available, but indications are that imports are running at 
an even higher rate than last year. But, while sales of imported goods 
have been brisk, the market has been subjected to stiff and increasing 
competition during the past two and a half vears. For all except 
essentials such as textiles, oil products, tinned milk and hardware, 
Thailand is a small market. The bulk of the increase in imports is 
accounted for by increased consumption of staple commodities, and 
a smaller increase in the importation of luxuries and semi-luxuries 
has quickly resulted in a local glut of such things as wireless sets, 
fountain pens, cigarette lighters and novelties. 


The most noticeable commercial development of recent months 
has been the steady growth of trade with Japan. Until the end of 
1948 goods imported from Japan had to be paid for in dollars, which 
were expensive on the open (legal) exchange market. Then an 
** Open-account’”’ or “‘ barter ’’’ trade agreement was signed between 
the Supreme Commander Allied Powers and Thailand, authorizing 
an exchange of goods worth U.S. $30,000,000 each way between 
July 1, 1948, and June 30, 1949. ‘The agreement was extended until 
the end of 1949 and a new agreement was signed for 1950, arriving 
at a trade of U.S. $45,000,000 each way. No official figures are yet 
available, but it is estimated that imports from Japan for the market 
(i.e. excluding Government purchases) are currently running at 
about U.S. $2,000,000 each month and there have also been sub- 
stantial Government purchases of railway equipment an-i some other 
industrial equipment. During 1949 trade between the two countries 
was limited by the amount Thailand could export to Japan. Apart 
from rice, Japan needs little that this country has to sell, and under 
International Emergency Food Council rice allocations for 1949 
Japan could only buy $16,358,644 worth (about 112,630 tons). 
In 1950, however, Japan has contracted to buy 278,000 tons and will 
possibly want more later in the year, and the limiting factor to trade 
has become instead Thailand’s ability to absorb Japanese manufactured 
goods. By now Japan has regained her pre-war position as the 
supplier of most of Thailand’s textiles and goods for the cheap trade, 
and Japanese competition in engineering products is a major problem 
for agents for British engines and machinery. 


Sterling Available for Imports 


United Kingdom exporters, together with exporters in other 
countries which accept sterling payment, have an advantage in that 
plenty of sterling is available because most of ‘Thailand’s exports are 
sold for sterling. With negligible exceptions, all commercial imports 
of general merchandise are financed by open market exchange, but 
the Bank of Thailand make sterling available for bona-fide imports 
at a steady ‘‘ preferential ’’ rate (at the moment not being used, as the 
bankers’ free selling rate is slightly lower), which has taken away 
most of the risk of exchange fluctuations for merchants importing 
against sterling. Controls are at a minimum. Import controls, 
which were put on a long list of goods classified as luxury items in 
December 1948, were removed in May 1950, and now, apart from a 
few articles which have been controlled for reasons of security, 
morality, public health, etc., for a long time, the only goods for which 
import permits have to be obtained are motor cars, motor cycles, 


tung oil and linseed oil with an iodine value of less than 170. 

At present open market rates, British goods are at a slightly greater 
price advantage in comparison with United States goods than they 
were immediately prior to the devaluation of sterling in September 
1949, and it is notable that some importers who had been buying such 
things as chemicals and pharmaceuticals, agricultural implements, 
plastics and equipment for workshops and factories from dollar 
sources have been seeking alternative sterling suppliers. 


U.K. Exports Have Increased 


Direct exports from the United Kingdom to Thailand have increased 
encouragingly and steadily ever since the war, and since devaluation 
the increase has been quite marked. ‘The average monthly value in 
1948 was about £230,000 and in the first nine months of 1949 about 
£348,000. During the seven months November 1949 to May 1950, 
it was about £507,000. This striking advance is probably due also 
to the fact that British prices have not risen so sharply as those of 
other producing countries, and at the same time British delivery 
dates for most goods have greatly improved. Higher figures have 
been general, covering most staple British exports to Thailand, but 
an analysis of such statistics as are available reveals that the biggest 
increases were registered in machinery, the chemicals and drugs 
group, and vehicles (mainly motor cars). British bicycles, which 
have long been favourites in Thailand, also appear to have done better 
than ever in recent months. Iron and steel manufactures, cutlery 
and hardware, electrical equipment and paper and boards have also 
registered increases, but the textile group shows a slight decline, 
reflecting the dominance of Japanese textiles. (Practically the only 
British textiles whicn sell here are a few well established brands of 
cloth and thread, and their sales are very steady). 

Enquiries from local firms received at the Commercial Secretariat 
confirm the trends noted in the last paragraph. The largest number 
of enquiries was for machinery, including some rather specialist non- 
recurring enquiries for particular machines and industrial equipment, 
Enquiries for chemicals and pharmaceuticals, hardware, instruments 
and implements were also fairly frequent. 


Prosperity is Continuing 

Leaving out of account possible international developments, it is 
likely that the country’s prosperity will continue during the next 
few years. Thailand’s economic problems are less urgent than those 


of most countries in South East Asia. Her currency is strong; the 
cost-of-living, although high, is reasonably stable; budget deficits, 
if they occur at all, are small. Attention is focused on capital 
development programmes, but, apart from considerable railway 
rehabilitation, little has been done in this sphere since the article in 
the Board of Trade Journal on July 23, 1949, was printed. Since 
then, however, approval in principle has been given to Thailand’s 
application for an International Bank Loan in connection with railway, 
harbour and irrigation development, and the funds lent should enable 
work to proceed in the next year or two. When tenders are called for 
the necessary equipment, it is to be hoped that United Kingdom 
manufacturers will be able to obtain some orders. 

Thailand is not an easy market to enter. It is very competitive 
and is subject to dumping from Singapore and Hong Kong when the 
two entrepots are overstocked. Local tastes must be carefully studied, 
Buyers are brand conscious and are shy of names they do not know. 
The difficulties have proved too much for many import/export firms 
which were established with high hopes in the days of easy profits 
immediately after the war and numbers of them have found themselves 
in financial difficulties recently. But the established European firms 
have prospered, thus indicating that business conditions have been, 
and still are, good for companies with experience. British merchant- 
houses which have been established in Bangkok for many years play 
a prominent role in the country’s commerce and British products 
and methods of business have a good reputation locally. ‘The success 
of British exports to Thailand so far during the post-war period is 
encouraging for the future.

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Britain’s Prospects for Increased Trade in Cuba 


N REVIEWING the trend of trade in Cuba in recent years the 

First Secretary (Commercial) in Havana, in his report on Economic 

and Commercial Conditions in Cuba* (Overseas Economic Survey 
Series), points out that in the second half of 1948 it became apparent 
that trade had taken a slight downward turn, which persisted in 1949. 
The transition to recession was almost imperceptible, and there was 
no repetition of the collapse and ruin which followed the “ Dance of 
the Millions”’ after the first World War. On the contrary, in 
September 1949, Cuba was still in comfortable circumstances. But the 
economy of the country, which has as its mainstay the production of 
raw sugar for export, was proving too inelastic to adapt itself to a period 
of falling incomes, and many signs of strain and friction appeared. 
Nor was it clear where the recession would stop. 

At a time when world sugar production seemed to be on the point 
of catching up with consumption, the sugar exporting countries had 
not yet agreed on a production and marketing policy to replace the 
International Sugar Agreement of 1937; and Cuba had not seriously 
tackled the problem of selling sugar to a world short of dollars. 

This problem had already played havoc with Cuban exports of 
cigars, and future exports of sugar to soft-currency countries were 
also being threatened. European Co-operation Administration 
dollars had granted a temporary respite for the consideration of this 
difficulty, but no progress had been made towards solving it. In 
short, it seemed that the foundations of Cuba’s war-time and post-war 
prosperity was being gradually undermined. ‘The economic outlook 
in September 1949, was not immediately alarming; but the long-term 
prospects were not bright. 


Imports from the United Kingdom 


In the chapter dealing with the various aspects of Cuba’s import 
trade the First Secretary (Commercial) points out that with the 
exception of motor vehicles, the United Kingdom now supplies a 
smaller proportion of Cuba’s import requirements than before the 
war. Although, before the devaluation of the pound, the dollar 
earnings of British exports to Cuba were for the greater part higher 
than before the war, the quantities supplied by the United Kingdom 
had fallen; and the value of British exports had not risen in proportion 
to the value of Cuban imports from the rest of the world. 

In two previously important groups of British exports, textiles and 
fish, even the absolute values of our post-war shipments were lower 
than they had been before the war. In 1948 and the first half of 
1949 the United Kingdom supplied about 14 per cent. of total Cuban 
imports. 

Local competition has put an end to imports of British paints, and 
in the summer of 1948 a textile crisis placed a temporary stoppage on 
imports of textiles. Representations by the Contracting Parties 
to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade led to the 
modification of the over-stringent protective measures which had 
at first been adopted, and despite new difficulties in March 1949, 
British textiles are now being admitted into Cuba without undue 
hindrance, though not without cumbersome formalities. 

Other local industries which compete with important British exports 
to Cuba are those producing grey cement, tiles, beer, pharmaceutical 
products, toilet articles, perfumery, novelties, tyres, agricultural 
equipment, biscuits, sweets and toys. 

The stiffest competition that British exporters to Cuba have to 
meet comes from the United States. Apart from the United States, 
Cuba’s chief suppliers in the first half of 1949, in order of importance, 
were India, Canada, the United Kingdom, Spain, Mexico, Belgium 
and Chile. The official Cuban figures for these countries’ exports 
to Cuba i in the first half of 1948 and 1949 are giv en be below = _

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It will be seen from this table that Canada and Belgium are making 
good headway. The period reviewed in this Survey does not extend 
far enough to illustrate the effects of devaluation very fully, but it is 
clear that our prices are now much more competitive. 

Among European countries, Belgium is a keen competitor as regards 
linens, rayons, crockery, window glass, hardware and grey cement. 
Italy competes with the United Kingdom in the export of tropical 
worsteds, cotton sewing thread, wall tiles and rayons. Spain, which 
has close ties of every kind with Cuba, competes directly with the 
United Kingdom in only a few products—lead-sheathed copper 
cable, hoes, dyed cotton fabrics, made-up articles of fine linen, 
printed rayons and dyes. Spanish brandy is the chief rival of Scotch 
whisky as the basis for highballs. France is a competitor in the fields 
of cotton sewing thread, high quality textiles for dresses, lace, perfumes, 
essences and essential oils. Switzerland is well established in the 
field of pharmaceutical products and patent medicines, and also 
competes with the United Kingdom in hardware, fine cottons, laces, 
tulles, and certain engineering products. 


Holland and Finland both compete against British crockery 
manufacturers, the latter being an important supplier of hotel ware. 
Norway is our leading competitor as regards dried codfish, and Sweden 
our chief European competitor as regards tools and axle bearings. 


Of the Western Hemisphere countries, other than the United States, 
Canada is the one whose competition is most — felt. In phar- 
maceuticals, patent medicines, dried codfish, beer, whis 
machinery, sacks, internal combustion engines, "electrical apparatus, 
chemicals, toys, aluminium bars, artificial colours and sewing-machines, 
Canada is now competing directly with, and sometimes outstripping, 
the United Kingdom. 


Although Mexico is an important supplier of Cuba’s needs, she 
only competes with the United Kingdom in tiles, crockery and cotton 
fabrics. 


In addition to the introduction, the main sections of the Report 
cover Finance, Trade, Industry and Production, Legislation and 
Administration, Transport, Natural Resources and Social Questions.

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New York as a Port of Entry for British Goods

= HE ATTENDANCE, sales and prospects far exceeded Great 

Britain’s most sanguine expectations,’’ so reports a repre- 

sentative of the British Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders regarding the exhibit of automobiles, motorcycles, bicycles 
and machinery held in New York’s Grand Central Palace last April. 
It is estimated that British automobile manufacturers booked between 
three and five million dollars of orders. The nine-day exhibition was 
attended by over 100,000 visitors and the results definitely show that 
it is possible to develop the sale of these British products on a wide 
scale in the American market. 

It is also indicative of the change in the attitude of the American 
people towards the purchase of foreign merchandise which has taken 
place in the last fifteen years. Americans are far more foreign-trade 
minded than ever before and foreign manufacturers have never had 
such a favourable opportunity to sell their merchandise in this, the 
world’s wealthiest and most attractive market. 


Planning Sales Strategy 


In planning their initial sales strategy for the United States, British 
manufacturers may wish to concentrate their efforts on the north- 
eastern states, an area of 60,000,000 people which includes the highly 
industrialized centres of New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland and Buffalo. All of these cities are only a few 
hours distant from each other. According to a survey recently made 
by the Director of Foreign Business Promotion of the New York 
Times, this fifteen-state area is récognized by business men as offering 
“the greatest volume of potential sales in the United States.”’ It is 
the industrial, business and financial heart of America and within its 
boundaries reside 40 per cent. of all the families of the country. 

Outstanding, and the most important community in this north- 
eastern section is metropolitan New York, which has a population 
of 13,000,000 people, the highest total income group in the United 
States. Its retail sales exceeded fourteen billion dollars last year. 

New York goes a long way towards establishing the buying pattern 
for the rest of the country. Every week hundreds of merchandise 
buyers arrive here to replenish stocks for the thousands of shops in 
every State of the Union. In 1948, the New York Times reported that 
79,000 merchandise buyers came here from all parts of the United 
States and Canada. No other city in the United States has such a 
continuing stream of out-of-town visitors, many of them intent upon 
visiting the shops and department stores of this city. Fifth Avenue 
with its wide range of high quality merchandise attracts people from 
all over the United States, many of them coming here at least once 
or twice a year to do their shopping. It is estimated that the daily 
population of out-of-town visitors in New York exceeds 100,000. 

British merchandise is no stranger to New York. For years it has 
been the leading market in the United States for British toiletries, 
woollens, linens, cutlery, china, smoking pipes, tea and many other 
products, all of which have found a ready sale here in competition 
with merchandise of domestic origin. 

The British manufacturer should bear in mind the fact that this is a 
“quality’’ market and that American consumers demand style and 
design in the articles they purchase. This is particularly true of 
department store and specialty shop items. Such merchandise, in- 
cluding the packaging, must have “‘eye-appeal.”’ 

In addition to its importance as a centre of industry, commerce and 
finance, New York is the outstanding port in the United States and 
the gateway for one-third of the foreign merchandise imported into 
this country. Its excellent steamship service offers direct and frequent 
sailings by speedy liners to and from all parts of the world. It is the 
American headquarters for the Cunard Steamship Company, Ltd., 
which regularly shuttles its two superliners, Queen Mary and Queen 
Elizabeth, back and forth between New York and Southampton 
on a weekly schedule. The principal North American offices of the 
Anchor, Bristol City and Ellerman’s Wilson Line are also located 
here. These and a number of other steamship lines schedule 25 to 
30 direct sailings every month between the United Kingdom and New 
York Harbour. 

New York is also the terminus for eight major railroad systems that 
provide fast service to all sections of the United States and Canada. 


The port is well equipped with warehouse facilities for the handling 
of foreign merchandise and arrangements can be made to store and 
distribute imported commodities locally or to more distant points 
in the United States as required. 


“Free” Zone 


The New York Foreign Trade Zone is now receiving merchandise 
from many parts of the world. Within this ‘‘free’’ zone, foreign 
merchandise may be manufactured, exhibited, stored, sorted, aged and 
otherwise prepared for trans-shipment to other foreign destinations 
without the necessity of conforming to the usual United States 
Customs requirements. 

Foreign trade and shipping is an important phase of New York’s 
commercial life. The leading experts in trade and transportation have 
their headquarters here along with hundreds of freight forwarders, 
custom-house brokers, consular officials and shipping firms. 

The Port of New York Authority, which is an agency of the States 
of New Jersey and New York, has a direct interest in promoting 
foreign commerce and upon request will provide information and 
advice covering the services, facilities and the best method of handling 
export-import consignments in New York Harbour. In addition it 
has available leaflets, brochures, maps and other printed material 
describing the services of the port. All of this aid and assistance is 
rendered free without obligation to any shipper or business man who 
is interested in trading with the United States. Inquiries should be 
addressed to the Chief, Port Promotion Bureau, The Port of New 
York Authority, 111 Eighth Avenue, New York 11, N.Y., U.S.A.

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Position of Germany Within the 
European Payments Union 


MEASURES REQUIRED to bridge the gap in Germany’s balance 

of payments with the other Member countries are the subject of 
recommendations made by the Managing Board of the European 
Payments Union and approved in principle by the Council of the 
Organization for European Economic Co-operation. 

The main features of the scheme adopted are as follows :— 

The German Government is asked to draw up a detailed pro- 
gramme and timetable, for submission to the Council of the O.E.E.C. 
These would show the steps already taken and those to be taken 
later for the purpose of readjusting the balance of payments between 

y and the other members of the E.P.U. 

If the Organization considers that the measures proposed are 
adequate and that they can be carried out in good time, arrange- 
ments will be made to provide Germany with certain facilities 
which will enable that country to finance up to a maximum of 
$180 million of a deficit in excess of the quota allocated to it in the 
European Payments Union. These arrangements will be roughly 
as follows :— 

Germany will itself finance one-third of its deficit in excess of its 

quota by drawing on its dollar reserves. 

A credit to cover two-thirds of the deficit, that is a maximum of 
$120 million, will be placed at the disposal of Germany by the 
E.P.U. on special terms, 

The Organization recommends that all members of the E.P.U. 
should do their utmost, in so far as it is compatible with their own 
position within the Union, to pursue an especially liberal policy 
where imports from Germany are concerned, for as long as the 
latter’s difficulties continue to exist. 

The German Government has given its undertaking to the Council 
of the O.E.E.C, that it will submit, before November 27, 1950, a 
plan of action drawn up on the basis of the recommendations made 
by the Managing Board. In this way, the Council of the O.E.E.C. 
will be able, within the first few days of December, to adopt its 
final recommendations as well as the documents needed for carrying 
out the technical details of the proposed scheme. 

The Council of the O.E.E.C. has also decided to inform the 
Economic Co-operation Administration of the United States of the 
aforementioned situation, and to recommend that a sum of $30 
million, drawn from the Special Assistance Fund, should be placed 
at the disposal of Germany in the form of a loan. It should be noted 
that the assistance of the E.C.A. is not an essential factor in the 
solution suggested and that even if it were not forthcoming, the 
proposed scheme could be put into effect. 


Imports into Western Germany from 


Holland, Norway and Denmark 


THE GENEROUS “free lists ’’ (i.e. lists of those goods the import 
of which is not subject to quantitative restriction) which the Federal 
Republic of Germany has in recent months accorded to Holland, 
Norway and Denmark under the terms of her bilateral trade agree- 
ments with those countries have, consequent upon the expiry of the 
agreements on October 31, ceased to apply. 

Only the multilateral free list representing 60 per cent. (at present) 
of Germany’s intra-European trade and enjoyed by all O.E.E.C. 
members will now be granted to the three countries mentioned above. 


October Operations of European 


Payments Union 


THE SECOND operation of the European Payments Union has 
now taken place, covering the month of October 1950. 

The operation disclosed a sterling surplus for the period of 
£79,968,571 (223,912,000 units of account, equivalent in value to 
United States dollars). From this must be deducted £4,663,929, 
which represents the extent to which other member countries used 
their ‘‘ existing resources,” i.e., sterling in their possession before 
June 30, 1950, to meet net deficits with the Union. 

The United Kingdom initial debit balance of 150 million units, 
which was reduced to 79,746,000 units by the operation for July- 
September, 1950, is now exhausted, and the United Kingdom now 
stands as a creditor in the books of the Union for £50,213,929 
(or 140,599,000 units).

Trade and Payments Agreements between 


Poland and Sweden 


THE Swedish Ministry for Foreign Affairs have announced the 
conclusion on October 30 of a new trade agreement with Poland for 
the period November 1, 1950 to October 31, 1951 and a new pay- 
ments agreement. 

The new trade agreement provides for Polish exports to Sweden 
to the value of about £17 million, including 3 to 3} million tons of 
coal, sugar, maize, chemicals, salt, textiles and commercial iron. 
Swedish exports to Poland totalling about £134 million are to include 
capital goods to a value of about £64 million, iron ore, cellulose, 
machinery, iron and steel, tanning extracts and fish. 


Effects of Peace Treaty Between Haiti 
and Italy 


A DECREE of the Haitian Government, dated September 30, 1950, 
has the effect of sanctioning the Treaty of Peace between Haiti and 
Italy which was signed at Port-au-Prince on December 11, 1948, 
and ratified on September 12, 1950. 

Article 4 of this Treaty restores to force the Commercial Conven- 
tion between Haiti and Italy of January 3, 1927, which accords most- 
favoured-nation treatment. Article 5 contemplates the conclusion 
of the Cultural Relations Agreement. 

A further Haitian decree of October 10, 1950, has the effect of 
freeing Italian property from sequestration.

Canadian Tariff Board Inquiry on 
Iron and Steel Shot and Grit 


A COPY of the Canadian Tariff Board Notice, No. 110, reproduced 
below, has been received in the Board of Trade. The notice states 
that the Minister of Finance has referred to the Tariff Board for 
inquiry and report an application for a customs duty on imported 
iron or steel shot and grit. 

The Minister of Finance has referred to the Tariff Board, for inquiry 
and report under the provisions of The Tariff Board Act, an application 
for a customs duty on imported iron or steel shot and grit. 

The Minister’s letter of authority is dated May 30, 1950, and reads as 
follows : 

“ Representations have been made from time to time during recent 
months for a customs duty on imported iron or steel shot and grit. These 
materials have been manufactured in Canada since January 1949 by 
Steel Grit of Canada Limited, L’Assomption, P.Q. This company is 
equipped to produce 300 tons per month, and if necessary could 
produce 600 tons per month. Up to the present, due to competition from 
imported duty free material, the production never exceeded 100 tons per 
month. Steel Grit of Canada claims that it will be forced to discontinue 
operations in this country unless it obtains a greater share of the Canadian 
market.

Argentina 
Import Control of Incandescent Lamps and Fluorescent 
Tubes 
A NOTICE appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 23, 
1950, (page 577) in which reference was made to the issue of Argentine 
Control Bank Circular No. 1300 of August 28, 1950, providing for 
the importation of certain goods into Argentina without the use of 
foreign exchange.

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Shipping Documents for Exports 


to Venezuela 


A NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal of August 26 (page 495) 

gave details of a method of endorsing Consular Invoices by which 
exporters to Venezuela can ensure payment of sight drafts before 
shipments are cleared from Customs warehouses. 


The Commercial Secretary at Caracas reports that this measure is 
not having the effect that was expected. In many cases the importer 
is unable to pay the sight draft, whereas formerly he was able to take 
possession of the goods on payment of a guarantee deposit to the 
Customs. The goods remain in the Customs warehouse until the 
draft has been paid, with the consequent accumulation of charges and 
fines and the possibility of eventual auction. Similar circumstances 
arise when the arrival of the documents is delayed, even though the 
firm is able to pay the draft. 

We are advised that it might be more satisfactory for exporters to 
adhere to the common practice of consigning merchandise to a reliable 
customs house broker (whose intervention in clearing the goods is in 
any case necessary), in all cases where they are uncertain of the 
resources of the purchaser.

THE BOARD OF TRADE have received a copy of a Notice to 


Shippers No. 108 issued by the United States Embassy in London 
on November 6, 1950, which is reproduced below :— 





ABSENCE OF Marks, NUMBERS, AND ITEMIZATION OF PACKAGES IMPORTED 
INTO THE UNITED STATEs. 


The Customs authorities in the United States say that a common defect 
in the preparation of consular invoices by shippers is the absence on the 
invoice of essential information as to the contents of individual cases or 
containers, and the absence of marks and numbers or other identifying 
symbols appearing on the cases or containers themselves. 

I have been asked to call your attention to the importance of indicating 
on all invoices the marks and numbers of each package as well as an itemiza- 
tion of the exact contents of each package, reported in such detail as will 
permit of an expeditious and accurate verification of the invoiced quantities. 

It is difficult to over-emphasize the importance of placing legible marks 
and numbers on each package and of showing those marks and numbers on 
the invoice opposite the itemization of the goods contained in the particular 
package. 

The invoice should contain all the information that would be shown on a 
well-prepared packing list. 

Certain kinds of merchandise has to be weighed, gauged, or measured and 
if the invoice does not state the weight, quantity or measure of the goods, 
the expense of ascertaining such facts may be collected from the consignee 
in the United States before the goods are released from customs custody. 

The Customs authorities report a substantial number of cases where the 
invoice has been so deficient in such information that it has been impossible 
at the port of entry in the United States to make a proper designation of 
cases for examination. In many instances it has been necessary for the 
importer to produce corrected consular invoices, resulting in unnecessary 
delay and expense to the consignee for bonds and deposits. 

Shippers are earnestly requested to take note of the information set forth 
in this Notice and to prepare their shipments and consular invoices accord- 
ingly in order that Customs examination of the merchandise in the United 
States may be facilitated and entry expedited.

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Import Licensing in Colombia 


RESOLUTION No. 61 of September 17, 1950, extended the 

validity of import licences from four to five or five-and-a-half 
months (depending on date of issue) and defined the regulations 
concerning exchange certificates and exchange licences. It is most 
essential that United Kingdom firms should be in a position to give 
delivery for all normal business within this period as renewal of licences 
will only be granted by the Colombian authorities in cases of force 
majeure and they interpret this phrase very strictly. Applications for 
renewal have to be made without delay and within the validity term 
of the import licence, but firms should place no reliance on the 
possibility that the licence will be extended.

Bolivia 
Revision of Foreign Exchange Demands on Mineral Exporters 


A MODIFICATION to the Decree published on August 11, 1950, 
concerning the surrender of Foreign Exchange by Mineral Exporters 
(see Board of Trade Fournal of September 23, 1950, page 572) has 
been received. 

By virtue of a further Decree of October 30, 1950, the mining 
companies are no longer required to surrender 100 per cent. of their 
foreign exchange earnings, but will retain 18 per cent. handing over, 
the balance to the Central Bank. The Bank will open separate 
accounts for each company and credit thereto 22 per cent. in foreign 
exchange when the price of tin is 90 cents or more and 24 per cent. 
when the price is less than 90 cents. This foreign exchange will be 
paid out to the individual company for mining development on 
application and on approval by the Central Bank. 

The mining companies will thus receive in foreign exchange 40 
or 42 per cent. of any price instead of 28 per cent. of 75 cents per Ib. 
as hitherto. 


Haiti 
Import Control on Livestock 


A COPY of a Haitian decree which prohibits the importation of 
ruminant livestock, animal products and forage from countries 
affected by cattle plague or foot and mouth disease has been received. 
The United Kingdom is not at present one of the countries from which 
such importation is forbidden, but Ceylon and certain British Colonial 
territories are affected. Article 3 of this decree enables the Haitian 
Department of Agriculture to extend the restrictions to any country. 


Swiss Import Licensing Regulations 


*OLLOWING on accession to the European Payments Union 

Switzerland has published a Decree of the Federal Council, No. 65, 

and Ordinance No. 56 of the Department of Public Economy, both 
dated November 3, 1950. 

The Decree lists merchandise, for which an import licence has not 
been necessary hitherto, the import of which will be subject to the 
acquisition of an import licence as from December 1, 1950. 

The Ordinance lists goods which have now been freed from import 
licensing control as from November 10, 1950. In addition it is stated 
that for imports by post an import licence is not necessary except in 
the case of a limited list of goods given in Annex II to Ordinance 
No. 56. 

The result of these new measures is to bring under control of the 
Federal Council 40 per cent. of the imports during 1948 from member 
countries of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation. 
It has been stated, however, that for the goods subjected to import 
licensing procedure licences will as a general rule be granted without 
restriction, with the exception of goods such as agricultural products, 
agricultural tractors and certain commercial vehicles which have 
hitherto been restricted.

Powdered Milk 


The Board of Trade Journal of September 23 drew attention to the type 
of powdered milk covered by Open General Licence No. XX (see Board of 
Trade Journal of August 26, 1950.) 

As in some cases irrevocable letters of credit had been opened prior to 
September 1 for certain consignments of Milk Powder which do not fall 
under Open General Licence No. XX, it has been decided that licences 
(without exchange control copies) will be issued to allow the import of such 
consignments provided that staisfactory evidence is produced of the opening 
of irrevocable letters of credit prior to September 1, 1950, and of the

Open General Licence No. VI valid for import by country craft of certain

As, in certain cases irrevocable letters of credit had been opened prior to 
July 22, 1950, for certain consignments of goods which would at that time 
have been admissable under Open General Licence No. VI but which are 
not now permissible under Open General Licence No. XIX, it has been 
decided that licences (without exchange copies) shall be issued to allow the 
import of such consignments provided satisfactory evidence is produced of 
the opening of irrevocable letters of credit prior to July 22, 1950, and of the 
balance outstanding in the letter of credit on that date. The period of 
validity and the value of such licences will correspond with the unexpired 
balance of the period of validity and with the unutilized balance of the amount 
of the letter of credit in question. No grace period will be allowed. 

Applications, accompanied by the necessary documentary evidence, 
should reach the Import Trade Controller concerned not later than 
December 15, 1950. Licences issued against these applications will 
permit imports of the goods concerned only by country craft and not 
otherwise. 

If shipments by country craft of the goods covered by irrevocable letter 
of credit are made before the expiry of the letter of credit, although the 
applicants have not been able to secure the licence applied for, the Customs 
authorities will allow clearance of the goods on a bond undertaking to 
produce a licence within a month of the date of import provided that 
Collectors of Customs are satisfied that a letter of credit was opened and 
that an application for a licence has been submitted in accordance with 
terms imposed. 


Cotton Textile Machinery 

(Ex. Serial Nos. 4 and 5 of Part III of the I.T.C. Schedule.) 

It has now been decided that licences will issue in accordance with the 
procedure indicated in subsequent paragraphs for the following items of 
cotton textile machinery for the period in question :— 

(a) Complete ring frames. 

(b) Spare parts of ring frames, including spinning rings, spindles, 
fluted rollers, tin rollers, and other spare parts. 

(c) Power looms, and 

(d) Carding engines. 

Applications for the above-mentioned articles may be made only by 
existing textile mills. Such applications should be addressed to the Deputy 
Chief Controller of Imports, Bombay, and in the case of textile mills which 
are members of a Mill Owners Association should be sent through the Mill 
Owners Association in question. In the case of mills which are not members 
of any such Association, the applications may be sent direct. All such 
applications, whether sent through an Association or sent direct must reach 
the Deputy Chief Controller of Imports, Bombay, not later than November 
30, 1950. 

If any applications have already been made in the current licensing 
period for the goods in question, such applications will be treated as cancelled, 
and fresh applications should now be made. 

Mill Owners Associations receiving applications from their constituted 
members should forward the applications together with a summarized 
statement of their contents in triplicate, showing in each case the total 
number of each type of machinery required, to the Deputy Chief Controller 
of Imports by the prescribed date. 

As soon as possible thereafter the Deputy Chief Controller of Imports will 
inform the Mill Owners Asociation in the case of their members and 
non-members textile mills direct, of the extent to which suitable machinery 
is available from local production to meet their requirements. For these 
purposes no indigenous machinery will be considered to be suitable unless 
it has been inspected by a duly authorized Government of India Inspector- 
ate of textile machinery and has received a certificate of suitablility from that 
Inspectorate. ‘The names of the manufacturers from whom the machinery 
in question is available will be indicated at the same time. — ; : 

The Deputy Chief Controller will also at the same time issue import 
licences to cover 80 per cent. of the difference between the total require- 
ments of the goods in question as assessed by Government and the amount 
for which suitable machinery is considered to be available in India, as 
indicated in the previous paragraph. ‘These licences will be provisional 
only in the first instance, but will be subject to confirmation in the manner 
indicated in the following paragraph. They will be made out in the name 
of the applicant mills, and will be forwarded to them through their Assoc- 
iations, in the case of members of such Associations, and direct in cases 
where the applicant is not a member of an Association. : 

The applicants will be required within 3 months of the date of issue of 
the licences to place firm orders on the local manufacturers for the machinery , 
deemed to be suitable by the Government Inspectorate. Copies of the 
orders thus placed with the corresponding acceptances, should be forwarded 
to the Deputy Chief Controller, who will then confirm the licences issued 
provisionally in accordance with the previous paragraph. If the copies 
of orders and acceptances are not received within 3 months, the licences 
will not be capable of confirmation, and will lapse. No imports will be 
allowed, or remittances of foreign exchange permitted, against unconfirmed 
licences issued. 
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New Exchange Regulations in Persia 


BY A new exchange decree published in Tehran, Persia, on Novem- 
ber 8, the previously free rate of exchange for less essential goods 
is now fixed at 136-50 Rials to the £ sterling. 
Authorized imports are divided into two categories :— 


Essential Goods 


Cotton piece-goods ; sugar ; pharmaceuticals ; laboratory equip- 
ment ; lorries ; paper ; books and printed material ; tyres ; tea ; 
metallurgical products used in construction ; electrical accessories 
and electrical material ; hides ; raw material for factories ; chemical 
products ; dyes ; industrial and agricultural machinery and acces- 
sories. 

For the import of essential goods the authorised banks will sell, in 
accordance with quota regulations, foreign exchange at the official 
rate (Rls. 91—£1 sterling), plus the price of the appropriate certificate 
(Rls. 21 per £1 sterling). These imports continue to receive exchange 
at Ris. 112—£1 sterling. 


Non-essential Goods 


Comprising all other authorised goods not mentioned in the above 
list. 

For the import of non-essential goods, the authorized banks will 
sell foreign exchange, in accordance with quota regulations, at the 
official rate (Rls. 91—1 sterling), plus the price of an export certificate 
which will be Rls. 45-50 to £1 sterling. For these goods, therefore, 
the exchange rate will be Rls. 136-50—{1 sterling.

List of Prohibited Imports into 
Syria 


THE ATTENTION of United Kingdom exporters is drawn to the 
recent publication in the Syrian Official Journal of a list of goods 
which may not normally be imported into Syria. The goods com- 
prised in this list are liable to be confiscated by the Syrian authorities 
and fines imposed for illegal importation. The following is a provi- 
sional translation of the published list of prohibited goods :— 
Opium, crude or official, extract of opium, opium alkaloids (with 
the exception of codeine) its salts and derivatives. Morphine and 
its salts (including ‘‘ Dionine,”’ ethylmorphine, “ Didial” and 
*‘ Henypnal’’), diacetylmorphine and its salts. Cocaine, its salts 
and derivatives. Indian hemp (hashish) and preparations thereof. 
Aniseed essence, star aniseed essence (aniseed tree) and fennel 
essence. Butter essence and similar products used for falsifications 
of butter. Essences destined for alcoholic beverages (falsified or 
imitated). Anethol and liqueurs with a basis of anethol. 
Explosives, arms and ammunition.

Greek Liberalization Measures 


HE Greek Minister of National Economy has issued a further 

Decision, No. 179389 of November 2, which modifies and com- 
pletes a previous Decision, No. 167939 of October 13 (see the Board 
of Trade Journal of November 4, page 683) as regards importations 
of wool, wool for tops, and tops. 

The modifications are as follows :— 

1. The importation of wool, wool for tops and tops will only be 
allowed by wool-spinning mills. 

2. The quality (Finesse) is fixed at up to and including No. 64s. 

3. The shipping documents accompanying each shipment must 
include a certificate signed by the supplier certifying to the quality 
(Finesse) of the wool. This certificate must be countersigned by a 
responsible organization, e.g. Chambers of Commerce, certifying 
that the supplier is a recognized and reputable wool merchant.
